Russian church moves to West Coast

“My grandmother got whipped by 
the priests The blood stuck her 
clothes to her back. My mother had & 
soak them loose from her. The priests 
found out that she was running trom 
the cross," my grandmother said 
describing one painful step in the burth 
of her church. 

The Molokan religion, which held 
that the Catholic and Orthodox 
churches were too decadent, staricd 
in the late 1880s in a region of Russia 
that now belongs to Turkey, The 
Russian Orthodox and Catholic 
churches allowed no peasants to own 
bibles, but my great-great-grandpar- 
ents were among those who managed 
to steal one. The small group of

My great-grandparents, Priscilla 
Botieff and Vasily Popin, came to 
Texas in 1906 with three young 
children and moved to Los Angeles to 
join the Russian Molokan commun- 
ity there as farmers. My grandmother 
was the first of their five American- 
born children. 

Molokan children had a tough 
time in American schools. Along with 
the language barrier and self-cons-

On two occasions, teachers beat 
my great-uncles severely for minor 
offenses. One never returned to 
school after his beating 

When an American student came 
to school with lice, the teachers 
blamed the Russian children for the 
problem and suspended all of them 
from school for two weeks, long 
enough for them to “get rid of their 
lice.” 

The Popins found shelter in their 
church in the Russian communities of 
Los Angeles and Northern Cali‘ornia, 
Perhaps the prejudices the Molokans 
confronted in America led them to 
look down upon marriages outside of

The impeachment hearing for Associated Students, 
Inc. President Velma Hall has been postponed twice 
because of legal “technicalities.” 

lhe ASI Senate set the first hearing date on Tuesday, 
Nov 12. Only seven senators were present because of 
concern that the meeting may be in conflict with the 
Calitorma Corporations Code. The hearing was post- 
poned until Thursday, Nov. 14. Before the second hearing 
date, ASi senators were advised that dates of impeach-

Sen. Michael Shahda, who will present the case against 
Hall, said most of the charges will revolve around derelic- 
tion of duties. 

Senate Chair Geeta Bidasha said that she is anxious to 
get the hearing over with, so that ASI can get on with other 
business. 

The hearing will be open to the public 


actions against the group. She would also request a formal 


apology from CSSA because “the vice chair (of CSSA) 


was very rude to me.” 


Bidasha continued, “Tom and I think Velma has 


Clearly abused her powers.” 
In reply to Bidasha’s comment, Hall said, “As long as | 
was going along with what Geeta and Tom wanted to do, 


there was no question of my authority. I think (Geeta) 
wants to be president. If she would allow me todo my job 


as president, and she does her job as senate chair then a lot 
of problems that now exist wouldn't exist.” Hall 


continued, “If abusing my power as ASI president means 


going down there (to CSSA) to do my job, then I guess I’m 


abusing my power. When it comes to taking care of 


business, the Board has no right to hinder me from doing 
my job. I am their supervisor. They do not tell me what to 
do.” 

According to Bidasha, Hall's attendance at the CSSA 
meeting would also have to be considered by the ASI 
Senate during the upcoming impeachment proceedings 
scheduled for Thursday, Nov. 21
